another term for angina pec- 
toris. The nitrites wlff prevent 
or relieve the soasms and can 
be taken indefinitely. The di- 
cumarol Is an anticoagulant. 
Most doctors prescribe it for 
six months to three years, 
then stop it. Llbrium is a 
tranquilizer which you should 
not let yourself become de- 
pendent on. The normal pro- 
thrombin time is 11 to 16 sec- 
onds. 


0— About five years ago, I 


had my first attack of chest 
nain and difficulty breathing. 
My doctor told me to hold a 
nitroglycerin tablet under my 
tongue for these attacks. What 
causes the pain and will the 
attacks go away in time? 


A—Your lymptomi suggest 


angina pec tor is, The pain is 
caused by a spasmodic cutting 
off of the oxygen supply to 
your heart. You feel the same 
type of pain in your arm when 
your doctor pumps up his 
blood pressure machine. An- 
gina pectoris does not usually 
disappear spontaneously, but 
with proper treatment the at- 
tacks can be controlled. 


Q— My mother has angina 
pectoris. A small white pill 
under her tongue will stop the 
attack. If I should get a simi- 
lar attack would it be all right 
to take one of her pills before 
the doctor arrives? 


A— No, not until your doctor 


can make a definite diagnosis.

John V. Lindsay rejected today 
the recommendations of Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller's special 
mediation panel for ending the 
week-old s a n i t a t i o n men's 
strike, dashing hopes for an ear- 
ly settlement. 


"I said yesterday the city 


would not pay blackmail In or- 
der to conclude this strike," the 
Republican mnyor declared at a 
news conference. "The proposed 
settlement, In my view, asks tho 
city to pay a little blackmail." 


After the mayor acted, 400 


shop,, stewards^ for the striking 
Uniformed'Sanitation wens' As- 
sociation voted unanimously to 
accept the proposal. A union 
spokesman said the strike would 
continue nonetheless. 


As the city entered the eighth 


day of the municipal crisis, 
health officials warned of grow- 
ing rat and typhoid dangers 
posed by 60,000 tons of uncol- 
lected garbage festering In the 
streets. 


Lindsay renewed his plea tor 


a National Guard callup which 
the governor held In abeyance 
Thursday as he took charge of 
the dispute and sought to break 
the deadlock through mediation. 


The governor named his five- 


man panel Thursday evening 
and it voted 4-1 for thfi proposal 
submitted to the governor at 
2:40 a.m. today. 


Rockefeller endorsed the re- 


port as "fair and reasonable 
and above all In the best Inter- 
est of the people of this city," 
and recommended acceptance 
by both sides. 


But at 3:25 a.m. the mayor's

"The economic defect of federal 
wage legislation is that it com- 
pels periodic increases in the 
rate of pay without requiring any 
corresponding increase in pro- 
duction. Wealth is goods, not 
dollars —and all that compulsory 
wage hikes are doing is to debase 
the dollar, raising the cost of 
living as the supply of paper 
dollars outruns the production of 
goods. 
-.Proof that the dollar is being 
debased lies in the record of 
periodic wage advances: The 
federal wage minimum started 
off at 75c an hour and has 
marched upward to last month's 
$i;60 an hour. Not all businesses 
and workers are covered by the 
law/but this, too, is absurd. For

Manufacturing was 


mainly by handcraft. But hard 
times have come upon this plant, 
and all it can afford to maintain 
today is 20 employes. Perhaps 
the only reason it hasn't closed 
down entirely is the fact that two 
automatic, machines have been In- 
troduced to replace handcraft. 


Sure, the pay is better —but 


now there are only 20 men where 
once there were 50. This sort of 
thing doesn't build a town, state, 
or nation.

campuses.Three Negro teen- 
agers were killed and more than 
40 persons wounded. 


The shooting incidents came 


during a drive by students from 
the two predominantly Negro 
schools to break the segregation 
barrier at the All-Star Bowling 
lanes. 


Henry Smith, 18, a student at 


South Carolina State College, 
died several hours after a bar- 
rage of gunfire* broke out be- 
tween students and police on a 
small sldpe* bordering the State 
campus along U.S. 601, One stu- 
dent >was reported In critical 
condition. 


Sam Hammon, 18, was killed 


In the shooting and Delano Mid- 
dleton, 17, an Orangeburg high 
school student, died about an 
hour later. 


Chief J.P. Strom of the state 


law enforcement division said 
Cleveland Sellers, 25, SouthCar- 
ollna coordinator for the Student 
Nonviolunt Coordinating Com- 
mittee (SNCC), was arrested 
and charged with Inciting to riot 
and placed under $50,000 bond. 
Sellers was hit in the left arm 
by a shotgun pellet during the 
fray 
but was not seriously
